As far back as Alabam a history reaches, that's pretty 
well distant, the list of Alabama Governors fails to* show 
a single representative from old Morgan county, the 
home of the “Queen cities-* of 
the 
Tennessee 
Valley.” 
Other North. Alabama counties have had the honor of 
sending a native son to Montgomery to adm inister the 
affairs of this, our commonwealth, but Morgan has been 
denied for some reason or other. 
N orth Alabama has not been so short on the list of 
gentlemen who have maintained their offices at the capi­ 
tal in the highest executive position. 
Limestone, Lauder­ 
dale, Madison and others have seen their citizens go to 
this highest honor and have seen them return again after 
having conferred honor upon themselves, their state and 
their home county. 
Morgan, though, is not listed. 
Have Alabama folks begun looking at Morgan county 
representatives much the same as the rest of .the nation 
seems to gaze at the southland when there happens to be 
a presidential candidate in the field.
